4. | | The chairman reported that the annual report to the Security 

Committee is due in mid-January, and asked that the members consider items which 
they wanted to have included in the report. 


25X1 5. | | In the continuing saga of the EEI's, DIA concurred in the present 

version, the Army member also indicated approval but stated that he would provide 
final concurrence by the next meeting. NSA received some last minute comments 
from an unexpected in— house source, but will also provide final comments/concurrence 
by the next meeting. 
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25X1 7. I I There was further discussion of the proposed rewrite of DCID 1/16, 

and the net hod for proceeding. DIA suggested that we begin by having each 
organization submit the comments on, and desired modifications to, the present 
document. The chairman asked that the members provide such inputs from their 
respective organizations by 15 December 1979. 

25X1 8. | | In previous meetings, the membership has discussed the problem of 

contractors who deal with multiple intelligence agencies, and the resultant 
confusion and waste which acc ompany multiple and often conflicting se curity guidance 

and procedures. Accordingly, drafted a 25X1A 

statement of the problem for submission to SECOM. 


25X1 9. | | At the previous meeting, there was some discussion of security 

concerns with the proliferation of word processing systems. Mr. Studer p rovided 
copies of a draft Computer Security News Note, prepared by I l and 25X1 A 

himself, on this subject. The chairman emphasized that the purpose of this item 
is merely to bi'ing a much overlooked problem to the attention of the community. It: 
was agreed that any comments on the proposed News Note would be related directly 
to Mr. Studer. 


25X1A 10. I I | | brought up the SECOM draft of the DCID 1/11 rewrite. 

He stated that he would nonconcur because of the exclusion of explicit words 
dealing with computers which are involved in communications. Specific comments will 
be forwarded to SECOM.
